Village of Saratoga Crowded for 
Opening of Racing Season. 



Fine Card Including Three Stake 
Features Provided for In- 
augural Day’s Sport.

8ARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y. t July 31.— With 
everythin* in thorough order to the minutest detail, 
the thousands of visitors now here from every part 
of the country are sharing eagerness with the many 
horsemen for the bugle call that will bring the 
horses to the barrier at the beautiful Saratoga track 
tomorrow and usher in what is conceded will be 
the greatest season of sport ever held here. Ideal 
conditions are in prospect for the opening, weather 
sharps predicting that it will be fair. The track 
Is in excellent condition and conducive to a repeti- 
tion of last year’s record-breaking performances. 

Three features are listed on the card of six races 
as the opening day’s offering and embrace the 
$7,000 guaranteed Saratoga Handicap, the $3,500 
guaranteed Flash Stakes for juveniles, and the 
$1,200 added Shillelah Steeplechase, over the two- 
mile course. Many of the more highly regarded 
ones are among those entered in these fixtures, 
and their decision should be featured by interesting 
contests. There are six named to start in the Sara- 
toga Handicap, but Roamer’s absence is almost a 
foregone conclusion, and there is general regret 
that he will miss the opportunity to place the 
stake to his credit for the fourth time. The prob- 
able starters in the race and their jockeys fol- 
low:

The Flash Stakes has among its entered ones 
the Stifel-Rowe owned Miss Jemima, and her victory 
in it under an impost of 127 pounds would cause 
the easterners to reverse their present opinion of 
her merits. Her start in the race will be con- 
tingent on her showing tomorrow in a quarter 
preliminary. Her half mile trial this morning was 
satisfactory to her trainer. 

The Brook’s presence in the Shillelah Steeplechase 
is pleasing to the lovers of the sport through the 
field, and keen interest attaches to liis probable 
showing under the heavy impost of 173 pounds. 

ALL ROADS LEAD TO SARATOGA. 

It appeared as if all roads led today to Sara- 
toga, and a constant stream of automobiles arrived 
from various parts of the country. The railroads 
were taxed to capacity aud were all equipped 
with many extra coaches. If any notables in the 
racing world or prominent in a sporting way are 
missing it is not apparent, for everybody seems to 
be here or have made plans to be here. The boxes 
in the clubhouse section have all been allotted, and 
mauy have suffered disappointment over failure 
to procure one of the choice vautage points. The 
demand for box space this season has been un- 
usually heavy, and indicates a heavy patronage for 
this season of racing. 

The closing of the Empire City track this after- 
noon will be the signal for a hasty departure from 
that point by the turfites there. The Cavanagh 
special of ten coaches will carry an immense throng 
and they are due to arrive late tonight. ’All reser- 
vations on the steamers plying between New York 
and Albany have been engaged by those anxious to 
be on hand for the opening, and their presence will 
augment the throng tomorrow. 

Probably never before has eastern interest in 
racing reached the height it does at present. It 
has attracted many heretofore supposed staid busi- 
ness men, and the finish of this racing session 
will find many converts to the sport, if not actual 
participants as owners or part owners iu some 
extensive racing strings. 

KENTUCKIANS GOING SLOWLY. 

There is every prospect that the easterners will 
not have much opposition from the Kentuckians 
during the earlier t»eriod of racing here, for many of 
those from the Blue Grass section have announced 
their intention of taking matters easy and give 
their charges all the resting spell they can afford 
to. for they have an eye to the future in doing this. 
Tht main object is to freshen up their racers 
liefore returning to Kentucky, where they will have 
opportunity to earn stupendous purses, and at the 
same time not have to run against such strenuous 
opponents as they will be forced to meet here while 
racing for smaller prizes. 

There will be disappointment in Kentucky over 
the failure of Midway to be au early starter, but 
his absence is due to a light cut he received in his 
last Kentucky start which has refused to yield to 
trainer Ward’s treatment. It will probably be a 
couple of weeks before he will face the barrier.

SARATOGA RACING TODAY

Greatest Meeting of the American 

Turf Is at Hand— Saratoga Handi- 
cap, Flash Stakes and Shillelah 
Steeplechase the Opening 
Dag Attractions 

The long looked forward to in the turf Woiid is at hand. This afternoon the one 
greatest race meeting of the American turf opens at Saratoga. It will continue through every 
racing day of the month of August. In its progress glorious struggles between the picked 
thoroughbreds of the United States and Canada will thrill and delight thousands of applaud- 
ing spectators. Due to the genius of Billy Myer as a track builder the Saratoga track is 
now the fastest in America, and new speed records are sure to amaze and please the be- 
holders. 

The program for today entirely befits the occasion. Three of the six races are stake 
races vested with the dignity of historical associations. The Shillelah Steeplechase was 
first run in 1902, the Flash Stakes in 1869 and the Saratoga Handicap in 1901. All have been 
won by grand racers, the winning list of the Flash Stakes showing such renowned names as 
those of Remorseless, Tom Bowling, Olitipa, Duke of Magenta, Harold, Sensation, George 
Kinney, Volante, Hamburg, Goldsmith, Sysonby, Peter Pan, Fair Play, Old Rosebud, Rickety 
and Billy Kelly, all stars of the first magnitude in their days. About all of the great handi- 
cap horses of the last two decades have measured strides in the Saratoga Handicap, and to 
Roamer has fallen the signal distinction of having won it thrice, no other racer having 
won it more than once. 

Of the big races of today the Shillelah and Flash show satisfactory lists of probable start- 
era, but some surprise will be felt over the small Number named to start in the Saratoga Han- 
dicap. It is not that those announced are not good enough to furnish a grand contest, 
but that the allotment of weights was such as to indicate a dozen or more would go to the 
post. However, there may be a batch of added starters in this case. If Purchase can carry 
118 pounds and win this race he should prove Sir Barton’s conqueror when they meet again. 

The western star filly Miss Jemima is set a severe task in the Flash Stakes in being re- 
quired to give weight to each of the fifteen named to go against her. She can be beaten 
here without being in the least disgraced. There is a world of speed involved, and the re- 
spective showings of Miss Jemima and Cinderella is an especial point of interest. 

The failure of Warlock and Stonewood to start against The Brook lightens the task of 
the crack steeplechaser of the day in the Shillelah Steeplechase, and he will be a heavily 
backed favorite. 

The purse races have filled to repletion, and with horses of such quality as to assure 
contests of great excellence. 

The Flash is one of our longest-established stake races, having first been run fifty years 
ago. In its long history there have been a few intermissions, it not having been run in 1896 
1898, 1899, 1900, 1911 and 1912. Its first winner was the filly Remorseless, a name un- 
known to racegoers of today, but a marvel of fleetness and stamina. Her sister, Regardless, 
won it in 1873, but she was not such a racing machine as Remorseless. Another grand filly 
that won it in its early days was Olitipa, by Leamington, subsequently one of our greatest 
race mares. Tom Bowling, Duke of Magenta, Sensation, George Kinney, Volante, an Ameri- 
can Derby winner; Hamburg, Sysonby, Peter Pan, Old Rosebud and Billy Kelly, all first- 
class horses are among the celebrities adorning its roll of honor, and its condensed history is 
as follows:

Andrew Miller’s Famous Gelding 
Suddenly Develops Lameness.

Extent of Trouble Not Yet De- 
termined — Will Not Start 
in Saratoga Handicap. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 31.— Anxiety 
was displayed in all quarters here today over the 
extent of the injury to Andrew Miller’s popular 
old gelding Roamer. There is more or less a guess as 
to Roamer’s injury; at least the gravity of it lias’ 
not been fully determined and will not be for several 
days, and it would be premature to blame the track 
for the horse’s injury. The popular favorite left 
the course for his stable at Horse Haven without 
a sign of injury following his fast trial on the main 
track, and it was only while cooling out that lie 
began showing soreness in his right hind leg. At 
first it was not regarded seriously, but the injured 
member continued to grow steadily worse, and 
trainer Goldsborough began resorting to first aid 
methods. This morning the limp was not so per- 
ceptible while he was being led around the stable, 
but on his return to his stall he again began favor- 
ing the injured leg. Dr. McCully, the prominent 
veterinarian, has been called to examine the horse. 

Trainer Goldsborough, while hopeful that his pop- 
ular charge will come through without serious after 
effects, realizes that the injury is centered in a 
vital spot and that Roamer’s hard campaigning and 
age will be a factor in his recovery. “The horse 
was just getting back to his best form,’’ said Golds- 
borough, “and his splendid work yesterday con- 
vinced me that he was going to be a difficult 
problem for the best of the horses in these parts 
to dispose of. After the work I felt almost certain 
that lie would add the Saratoga Handicap to his 
credit for the fourth time, and it certainly gave me 
a great shock to observe he had gone amiss. The 
extent of his trouble will be hard to determine until 
the swelling In his leg reduces, but I am afraid 
it will impair his usefulness in the future.*’ 

Roamer is carded as a starter in the Saratoga 
Handicap, but there is little possibility of his filling 
the engagement.

The 
conditions let James Butler’s Spur in the race and 
lie was the public choice. War Machine turned out 
to be the winner over Elraendorf and Slippery Elm. 
The winner ran a good race, being away slowly 
and making up a lot of ground. Spur failed to be 
u strong contender. 

Barley Water took the first over ordinary oppon- 
ents and Hubbub made good in the second race 
over the odds-on favorite Dick Williams. The lat- 
ter was sore when going to the post and when 
Hubbub failed to quit, as he has been doing, the 
Weant racer was unable to get on equal terms 
with him. 

Doleful defeated the well -backed Lucius in the 
third race, but w’as run up from $700 to $1,800 by 
Steve Judge and sold to that horseman. 

Dendera was claimed Wednesday by J. L. Mc- 
Ginnis for $2,300.

SARATOGA TRACK TRIFLE SLOWER 

Trainers Say Course Will Not Be as Fast as Last 
Year — Latest Gossip.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 31.— Trainers 
report the track at Saratoga much better than it 
w*ns Inst year, inasmuch as it appears to have 
been coated with a cushion, which is not so likely 
to affect horses as it did last year, when a number 
broke down under the pounding over the hard sur- 
face. While it still remains fast, it is generally 
conceded to be a trifle slower than last year. 
“It is much better for horses,” said Jule Gar- 
son, and his sentiments were corroborated by Larry 
Rheinheimer. “If the surface was only as velvety 
as the going at Jamaica it would be a wonderful 
track,” continued Mr. Garson. “That is the bey 
track in this country for racing and training. 
Rarely does a horse break down at Jamaica. But 
this track is in fine condition, though it is pretty 
hard at different points. I think horsemen will 
find it more suitable for their horses than lust 
year.” 

The consensus of opinion Indicates tlie track this 
year will be at the least a second slower than it was 
last year, if not more. Hence those who calculate 
from a time basis will do well to watch the time 
of tlie races for the first few days to get a true 
condition of the footing. 

SCHWARTZ BROS. POPULAR. 

The Schwartz Brothers, M. L. and A. C., are 
early on the scene, having motored from Albany yes- 
terday. The Messrs, Schwartz are exceedingly ix>pu- 
lar horse owners, being willing at all times to tell 
all they know to inquiring friends about any and 
nil of their horses. They have no stable secrets 
and race for the amusement they derive from the 
outdoor pastime. At this writing they have ten 
horses in the stables, five of them jumpers, with 
Enfilade heading the list of flat racers. “We get 
a lot of enjoyment out of the steeplechasing,” said 
Morton Schwartz. “In fact, the first horses we 
owned were steeplechasers, both my brother and 
I being fond of hunting; hence the attraction, I 
presume. I like to watch a good jumping contest 
through the field; in fact, I get more enjoyment 
out of it than a flat race, but flat racing is also 
enjoyable, especially when one can see his own 
colors carried to the judges in the lead. We have 
one or two good horses in our striug, with Enfilade 
and Audacious as winning possibilities. But one 
can never tell just what tQ say about horses- until 
they are all tried in good company. I guess it 
will be pretty hard to win races here this ye^ir 
owing to the great number of horses ready to race 
and their good quality, for I believe the Kentuckians 
have quite a few good horses to add to those that 
have been racing over the New York tracks.” 

BURTTSCHELL HORSES IN TRIM. 

“Old Bill” Burttschell, as his intimates address 
him, has been on tlie grounds for some time and 
left the track this morning carrying a smile that 
was broad and satisfying. “I never was more sat- 
isfied with my work than I am today,” said Mr. 
Burttschell, as he stepped into his auto to run 
down to the village for some groceries and stable 
equipment. “All my horses have done so well that 
if I don’t win a few races I shall Ik* much dis- 
appointed. Mine are not stake horses, but I have 
some useful selling platers that ought to gatlier a 
purse or two. But, my gracious, there are a 
thousand or more horses scurrying around the tracks 
every morning and they cannot all win races. They 
are as thick as fleas on a pup, and some of them 
are runners for sure. The Kentuckians have a 
fine band of racing material, but they will all lie 
kept stepping to take the measure of the mujority 
of those which have been racing in the east. All 
considered, there is a rare good time in store for 
those who appreciate a horse race, for there will lie 
many a gruelling contest between the two-year-olds, 
there being at least half a dozen of that class pretty 
well with each other. I would hardly know which 
to pick out as the best of them.” 

Mrs. W. M. Jeffords has a foreign -bred two- 
year-old colt named Golden Broom in the stable of 
which much is expected if he races to his work. 
According to dockers’ reports he worked a half mile 
this morning in 46 and a fraction and pulled up 
five-eighths in less than a minute. The work was 
impressive, not onlr from a time standpoint, but 
the way in which it was done. 



CORMORANT FISHING IN JAPAN 



One who has witnessed Cormorant fishing iu 
J&oan describes it tliusly: 

A long, flat boat on Lake Gifu, poled slowly 
through the shallow water until the deeper water is 
reached, when a long oar is used by the boatman 
standing on. a high poop at the stern of the boat. 

It is moved slowly back and forth, as in sculling. 

In the bow stands the fisherman, while in the water 
immediately in front are as many as a dozen cor- 
morants, swimming leisurely ahead, each held iu 
check by a ring around its neck, far down, and 
lines extending to the fisherman’s hand. 

It is much as a driver in a circus parade handling 
a half dozen horses. The ring is so arranged 
as to prevent the cormorant from swallowing the 
fish. The birds are skillfully handled. 

We are now ready to go fishing. It is night, and 
great braziers of blazing charcoal, extended from 
the bow of the boat, light up the scene and the sur- 
rounding waters. And so we proceed, until a cor- 
morant makes a sudden dive and brings up a fish, 
which, is temporarily stowed away. 

Then another fish, and so on, until there is 
standing room only in tlie neck of the cormorant, 
when lie is taken out of the water and the fish 
removed. 

And so with the other birds. Half a dozen fish 
may lie stowed away in each cormorant in this 
fashion. Dinner is now served, and resting com- 
fortably beneath awnings and among cushions we * 
partake of vegetables from patterned boxes, pick- 
les, eggs and raw fish, with a dressing called soy 
— all served ou lacquered trays. 

This is followed with tea and cakes, notably a 
delicious cake called castilo. And that night, ou 
your return home, with the pickles and the eggs 
and the cakes and tlie raw fish, in convention as- 
sembled within, you “dream dreams no mortal ever 
dared to dream before.”

HUNTING, FISHING AND SPORT 

Quails prairie chickens, introduced pheasants and 
wild turkeys are protected in the State of Michi- 
gan until 1920. 

There is no open season on quails in Ohio or Wis- 
consin, but ruffed grouse may be shot in the last 
named state after October 1, 1919. 

Unless the game law of Wisconsin has been 
amended since a year ago, prairie chicken* may be 
bh»t in that state after September 7 next. 

Quails, prairie chickens and introduced pheasants 
are protected in Iowa until 1922, but ruffed grouse 
may be shot in that state from November 1 to 
December 15. 

The new game law of Ohio makes the open sea- 
son on squirrels from August 20 to September 20. 
but as the new law* does not go into effect until 
September 3 next, the open season this year will 
be from September 3 to September 20.

The Cowlitz County (Wash.) game commission 
received a shipment of 20,000 rainbow trout fry 
from the federal hatchery on the Clackamas River; 
Oregon. Game Warden George Oyster liberated 
them in Coal Creek. Three hundred thousand silver 
trout fry were deposited iu Silver Lake and near-by 
streams this year. 

Farmers living along the James River in the 
vicinity of Menuo, S. D., are catching large num- 
bers of Missouri River catfish, which have found 
their way into the James River. Paul Hert and 
Emmett Ulmer recently brought some of these cat- 
fish to Meuuo which had been marooned on a sand 
bar. One weighed fifty-six pounds, one twenty-six 
pounds and another eighteen pounds. 

More than 15,000 game fish, mauy of them of good 
size, were transferred recently from the Charlie 
Boyd Pond, near Newstead, Kentucky, to Lake 
Faiidy, the fishing preserve owned by the Hopkins- 
ville Hunting aud Fishing Club. The pond showed 
indications of drying up, and permission was given 
the club to have it seined. Crappie, black perch, 
channel cat and baas were numerous iu the hauls.

CROW CAMPAIGN NATIONWIDE 

A nationwide campaign is being waged to extermi- 
nate the crow. Taking a leaf from the hook of the 
citizens of Canton, S. D.* where a crow shoot is 
held annually, a national crow shoot is being staged 
this year. 

Grain can be conserved and game protected by 
removing the “caws.” The crow’s record is like his 
coat — as black as black can be. The “caw” hasn't 
a friend. Those promoting the national crow shoot 
are doing t lie world a great good, for there will 
lie fewer crows iu 1920 than there have been iu many 
years. 

The crow lias the universal reputation of lieing 
a wise, w’ily and wary bird. Yet it is surprising 
how easily lie is fooled by any one who can properly 
manipulate a crow call. 

Indeed, the calling in and shooting of crows 
by an expert is a revelation to many who ail their 
lives have known and hated these black marauders 
of the fields and w’oods. 

The crow call is a small wood instrument re* 
sembling a whistle and can bt purchased at almost 
any sporting goods or hardware store. There are 
several good crow' calls on the market. Directions 
for its use come with each call. 

Preparatory to calling in the crows the shooter 
should conceal himself carefully and remain as 
quiet as possible, for the crow has wonderful eye- 
sight. Many crow hunters even try to wear 
clothing that will not contrast sharply with the 
environment. 

HOW TO LURE CROWS WITHIN GUNSHOT. 

In using the crow call it is desirable to try to 
imitate the cry of the young crow in distress and 
to indicate to the older crows that their young are 
being attacked by some other bird upon which 
they will immediately start flying toward the point 
where the caller is concealed. 

It is important to kill the first crow shot at, ns 
otherwise the crow will give a warning call that 
will alarm all the other crows in the neighborhood 
and they will not approach again for some time at 
least. The birds should l>e fairly close in, not over 
thirty -five or forty yards, in order to insure a kill 
with a choke bore gun. 

Among other methods suggested for luring the 
crows within range the following may be recom- 
mended : 

A stuffed owl with movable wings placed up in 
a tree and operated by cords brought down through 
rings to the concealed shooter, used in conjunction 
with a crow call, has proved effective in many in- 
stances. If a wounded crow is captured it will 
serve as an excellent decoy for attracting oilier 
crows. 

A farmer informs us that by placing a large piece 
of meat or the carcass of some animal in a field 
and then getting under cover at a distance of forty 
or fiity yards he has seen from fifty to seventy - 
five crows gather around the meat in a short time, 
and lias beeu able to kill ten or more with a single 
shot. 

Crow shooting in the winter when snow is on 
the ground is good sport, according to another writer. 
Decoys are placed in open fields close to the edge of 
the woods or a ditch and the crow call used. After 
one or two crows have been brought down they are 
set up in the field on a couple of pointed sticks, 
and as they soon freeze they make excellent decoys. 

FREE HUNTING AND FISHING ESSENTIAL 

Free shooting and fishing must not be allowed 
to disappear, for directly thereon rest not only the 
health and happiness of thousands of our citizens, 
but in a large measure our national security. No 
one doubts that as a nation we must always depend 
upon the virility of our young manhood. 

Major-General Hugh L. Scott, that dean of 
American fighting men, strongly urges that both 
state and federal aid be given to every legitimate 
movement to make attractive and perpetuate our 
outdoor interests. 

Hunting and fishing he places in the front rank 
of outdoor sports, which he believes was one of 
the greatest factors in making it possible for Uncle 
Sam to cross the seas with an army capable of 
standing the strain and acquitting themselves as 
our boys did. General Scott know3 whereof he 
speaks. 



Retired under the age limit, his robust body and 
keen mind permitted him to spring back into the 
harness at his country’s call. He credits bis fit- 
ness to the clean outdoor life he lius lead. 

The most important thing to keep in mind is the 
sensible conserving of the game and fish we have 
now. No one section of the country must be al- 
lowed to overindulge its natural wish to take game 
or fish to its own detriment or to that of another 
section. 

Whether we perpetuate a species by artificial 
breeding and distribution or by common sense re- 
strictive legislation is not the point. The fact is 
that each and every American species must be 
saved and increased to numbers permitting at least 
some shooting. We cannot afford to delay or 
quibble ever doing a thing that must be done. 

The incentive to go afield being provided, some 
place to go must be furnished. The federal govern- 
ment, the states, associations or philanthropic in- 
dividuals should set aside at once as many public 
bunting preserves as possible. This duty is the 
duty of the state, but the state is an abstract 
term. 

It is up to the citizens to start tlie ball rolling. 
Marshes are being drained and thickets cleared 
to provide more grain and Incidentally more dollars 
to some individual. Now is the time to buy, while 
much territory can still be purchased at a small 
figure. Again, the question is not who shall pro- 
vide, but the fact that some territory for public 
shooting and fishing must be provided. 

All interested should put their shoulders to the 
wheel and help. This does not mean simply sports- 
men, but all Americans who wish to see onr nation 
composed of strong, healthy men, who may be better 
able to withstand the duties of our strenuous life. — 
John S. Barlow, in New York Sun.

CHICAGO, 111., July 31.— Weather forecast: Illi- 
nois — Showers probable tonight and Friday; cooler 
Friday and in west and north portions tonight.

CHICAGO, 111., July 31.— The New York Yankees 
will not be allowed to use pitcher Carl Mays, ob- 
tained from the Boston Red Sox yesterday, for an 
indefinite period. President Ban Johnson of the 
American League, immediately after learning of 
the deal, announced that Mays had been indefinitely 
suspended. Johnson declared that Mays’ desertion 
of the Red Sox on July 13 and lfis refusal to play 
again with that club constituted an' offense that 
will not be tolerated in the American League. He 
expressed amazement that any club owner should 
even attempt to negotiate for the services of a 
player guilty of such conduct. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 31.— That Chicago street 
cars and elevated trains will be in operation Fri- 
day evening or Saturday morning is tlie hope of the 
conservative element of the car men’s union. The 
conservative element is declared to be in the major- 
ity, the indication lieing that the referendum vote 
on acceptance of the companies’ 65-G7 cent offer 
will lx? carried by opponent* of the radicals who 
brought on the strike last Monday night. Plans 
for the liolding of the referendum vote tomorrow 
are progressing rapidly under tlie din^ction of tlie 
union chiefs. The polls will be opened at 8 o’clock 
in the morning and close at 4 o’eloek in the after- 
noon. The ballots will then be taken to the union 
headquarters, counted and the result immediately 
made public. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 31.— Clarence H. Mac- 
kay, president of tlie Postal Telegraph Company, 
announced this afternoon that when the govern- 
ment turns ho^k the wires of the system to the 
company at midnight tonight a flat reduction of 20 
per cent in present rates will be made. These re- 
ductions will be made on all day telegrams and 
leased wires and it was stated night messages 
would soon be made cheaper.
